Th® Inquirer says: 
“ An important * Minion bas been 
given by John G. J hnson, leader of 
tho Philadelphia I n, 
bearing upon 
the election of judg » whose terms ex 
pire in odd numhereu years, in which 
he holds that under the recently enact­ 
ed amendments to the Constitution 
their successor* must be elected at the 
municipal election preceding the ex­ 
piration of their commission*. 
“ An issue has lieen raised owing to 
the faulty const ruction of the amend 
merit* or the schedule*, 
which were 
recently voted upon. in failing to 
in­ 
dicate the time when successors to 
such judges should tie chosen. 
It hss 
been held by many that no wpecific pro­ 
vision exists either in the ^constitution 
or the statute* for the election of suc­ 
cessor* to certain judge*. 
“ The matter i* of state wide imj>or- 
tance. 
“ While Mr. Johnson gives it a* his 
opinion that the successor*' to such 
judge* should lie elected at tile muni­ 
cipal election prior to the expiration 
of their term*, he suggest* the advisa­ 
bility of a legislative enactment to 
explicitly meet the situation. 
“ It is quite likely that a hill upon 
tiiis subject will lie introduced a* noon 
a* the Legislature reconvene*. ” 
The Gettysburg Times of Saturday. 
March IU. 1910 said : 
‘ '.lodge Swot ie ** •»»»« of the Common 
plea* and orphans’ court judge* who 
must have their term* lengthened by 
cause of the next stute legislature lie 
cautio of the operation of the consitu 
tional amendment* that were adopted 
last fall. 
As » result he will nerve 
an extra year until 1918. 
* ‘The judge* affected are those whose 
commission* will expire on the Arni 
Monday* of 1918. 1915, 1917 or 
1919 
County judges can he elected, accord­ 
ing to the amendments, only at muni­ 
cipal election*, which must tie held 
in. November of an odd numliered year. 
It im u n | k i* s i hie. therefore, for the 
success#^ to the judge* in que*tion to 
Imi elected unti^the Novemlier of the 
year 
in 
which 
their 
commissions 
would naturally expire, and provision 
must tie made for the interim. 
The 
schedule to curry the amendments into 
effect provided for extension of term* 
of jodge* w hose commission* will ex 
pire the first Mon day "of January, 1911, 
there tieing Ave Much judge#. 
It re­ 
main* for the next legislature, however, 
to pa** an enabling act regarding the 
other* wbtsr term* are affected by the 
amendments. 
“ The judge* of course, will not tie 
dealt with specifically bv the legists- 
tare, hut a general act will tie pa*ned 
providing that the judges wbone com­ 
mission* will expire on Much dates 
shall continue in office one year longer 
or words to that effect. Imbed, one 
oinnibuM bill may tie paamd extending 
tile term of every public officer whose 
commission will naturally expire be­ 
fore a successor to bim can lie elect* d

H artford, Conn., Jan. 5.— Judge Sim ­ 
eon E. Baldw in, the Dem ocrat who had 
a 
bitter 
controversy 
with 
Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt over his ideas o 
w orkingm en’s com pensation, was In­ 
augurated as governor of Connecticut 
here. 
T he oath of office w as adm inistered 
before the two houses of the general 
assem bly in joint session and before a 
host of friends and political adherent! 
of the new governor. T he usual m ili­ 
tary 
parade 
preceded the inaugural 
cerem ony. 
Governor Baldwin m ade m any strik­ 
ing suggestions in his inaugural ad­ 
dress, but perhaps 
none caused sc 
much comment as his recom m endation 
that the legislature en act an em ploy­ 
ers’ liability law. 
It was this subject that led Colonel 
R oosevelt’s attack on Judge Baldwin 
and 
to the acrim onious correspond­ 
ence which culm inated In a threat of 
a suit for slander against the form er 
president. 
T he new executive of Connecticut 
also cam e out I atly for w om an’s suf­ 
frage, saying that there had been a 
revolution of 
property relations be­ 
tween husband and w ife, and

It has been quoted and studied 
as one of the Itest 
a c c o u n t s ever 
written of the po­ 
litical system and 
social conditions 
of the U n i t e d 
States. 
Ro 
great

the book's popu* 
larity that vari­

sued ga rilled re­ 
prints of the first 
and second edi­ 
tions which were not covered by the 
international copyright law. 
For this 
reason Mr. Bryce has issued a revised 
edition in which be embraces addi­ 
tional annotations on his earlier work 
and new chapters, which include “The 
Home of Hie Nation.” descriptive of 
the territory constituting the l ulled 
States; “The Latest Phase of the Im­ 
migration Question," "The Tammany 
Bing In New York City" and "Further 
Reflections on tile Universities." 
Mr. Bryce's term as ambassador at 
Washington and his nation wide popu­ 
larity have given him increased op|*»r- 
tunnies for further studies st a time 
when the conventional brand of i*oli- 
tlcs was engaged in a struggle for ex­ 
istence.
